“inside the company union,” at the time we were carry- 
ing this yoke. But that is no task for a mercenary scav- 
enger.

Tammany and a Grand Jury 


Cook Up a Presentment 


The Kings County (Brooklyn) Grand Jury 
yesterday let loose with another of its notori- 
ous red-baiting presentments. 

It slandered the Workers Alliance as a 
racketeering organization less interested in 
the welfare of the unemployed and needy and 
primarily interested in spreading “sinister” 
and “un-American doctrines.” 

The Grand Jury asked that the Alliance 
be “investigated’”—but they really want it 
smashed. 

One does not have to look hard for the 
source of this latest reactionary effusion from 
the hand-picked Kings County Grand Jury. 
For there stands District Attorney William 
F. Geoghan, faithful member of the corrupt 
Tammany Hall gang. Geoghan’s office has 
consistently been a shield for the Tory Brook- 
lyn open shoppers and their attacks on labor 
and progressives. It was only in December 
that Geoghan’s Grand Jury handed up a pre- 
sentment urging municipal ordinances to 
smash picket lines—and the labor movement. 

It is also clear that Tammany has a vital 
stake in opening up a vicious blast against 
the Workers Alliance just at this moment. 
With the Economic Royalists increasing their 
hunger lay-off drives throughout the country, 
the Workers Alliance is needed more than 
ever to continue its heroic efforts for the 
elementary needs of the workers. 


And it was just a few weeks ago in Brook- 
lyn, that the three-month-old baby of .Mrs. 
Danielsen died of starvation because relief 
reached the half-starved family too late. 


The Geoghans and the Tammany Hall 
crowd want to divert WPA funds and relief 
appropriations into their own corrupt pockets 
for their club house hangers-on and seat 
warmers. They want to take advantage of 
the present Liberty League drive against 
the people, in an effort to undo the progres- 
sive victory of the people of New York last 
November. They want to keep their crooked 
political machine well-greased at the expense 
of the jobless and needy. 

Sam Wiseman, executive secretary of the 
Alliance, hit the nail on the head when he 
characterized the presentment as an attempt 
to “hamstring the effort of labor in obtaining 
home relief and WPA jobs for the unem- 
ployed.” 

Similar attacks on the Workers Alliance 
were soundly rebuked by Paul Blanshard, 
former Commissioner of Accounts, when he 
was in office three months ago. Blanshard, 
describing the aims of the Alliance as “fun- 
damentally good,” declared that the Alliance 
had been a prime factor in exposing rackets 
in the ERB and challenged the Tories to cite 
a single case where the Alliance had secured 
relief for persons who did not need it.

MOSCOW, Jan. 27. — With the 
United States moving closer to col- 
lective security and the Soviet

Despite the hue-and-cry of the 
fascist war powers, Germany, 
Japan and Italy, Izvestia shows, 
the League will be able to preserve 
peace iff it shelves the policy fol- 
hrwed by the big bourgeois-demo- 
cratic states of retreating before 
the fascists and instead resolutely 
follow a collective security policy 
such as is laid down in the League 
Covenant. 

USSR RELIES ON OWN

At the same time, Izvestia adds, 
the Soviet Union fundamentally 
relies unon its own strength, and 
it is others who need its aid to 
hold off aggression, and not the 
reverse. 

Izvestia also demolishes the ar- 
guments of pro-Nazi politicians 
like Col. Joseph Beck, Foreign 
Minister of Poland, who is cam- 
paigning for purported “reform of 
the League.” It shows that these 
powers are merely puppets of the 
Lig fascist states.

States, William Randolph Hearst, has come 
out with a frantic appeal for U. 5. recogni- 
tion of Italy’s conquest of Ethiopia.

The antics of Hearst to get American agreement 
with those British Tories who favor Ethiopian con- 
quest recognition, and of the Rome Fascists to try to 
refute the news of unceasing and effective Ethiopian 
resistance to Italian “rule,” are amusing, to say the 
least. 

Hearst never loses an occasion to berate “perfidious 
Albion,” and to prevent any collaboration of this coun- 
try with Great Britain for peaceful purposes. Yet 
Hearst's front-page editorial of Wednesday is a fervent 
plea for the U 8. to snatch at the bait of Tory Chame 
berlain and jointly with Britain to recognize the crimes 
against Ethiopia. 

While the Fascists are bombarding non-combatant 
men/ women and children in Barcelona and Valencia, 
as they did in Guernica, shocking thé whole civilized 
world, and while Mussolini's and Hitler's ally, Japan, 
is trying to destroy the last vestige of a civilization 
4,000 years old, a civilization which was making great 
progress in 4 modern sense, Hearst tells the American 
people. 

“After all; it surely is better for civilized nations

than to try to expand their boundaries in Europe at 
the expense of civilization.”

the Ethiopian report. That the Ethiopians would re- 
lease thelr news to coincide with the meeting of the 
League of Nations so as to arouse the British pvblic 
to help head off Chamberlain's advertised attempt to 
recognize Ethiopia is true and understandable. 

But the Italian London embassy’s denials, saying 
that only “roving bands of brigands” are making any 
trouble are refuted by the Italian,army official organ, 
Le Forze Armate. Not long ago the Trotzkyites tried 
to explain away the former Red Army of China by 
calling them “Red bandits.” 

The Italian army journal admits that “large bands 
(not brigands) operated within 55 miles of the capital, 
between Addis Ababa and Maggio.” At two places, 
the Italian air force dropped 6,834 bombs, a large num- 
ber against “roving bands of brigands.” 

Le Forze Armate goes on to confirm the Ethiopian 
reports by saying that from August to October, 113 
planes were used against the Ethiopians. 

Certainly the Italian Fascist army organ is not ad- 
mitting any more than it has to. But the fact that a 


force of more than 100 planes and a huge Italian army 


is still continuing its efforts to “pacify” the Ethiopians 
can be accepted as admission. and not denial of the 
Ethiopian's general claims. 

Because it has only one tiny, small-guage railway 
and practically no roads, and because Ethiopia is the 
most mountainous country in Africa, and because the 
Ethiopian people have historically proved their fight- 
ing ability, and because Mussolini is so violently over- 
anxious to get recognition, we may he sure that Ital- 
ian Fascism is far from dominating Ethiopia.
